Nbw York, Oct. 14.— The great atorm 

of 1896 has imt hooii rolopatc-d to the 
annals of the piist aud the story has not 
half been told. No one hai 10 far been 
able to efltimate the damage wronght by 
the wind and the waves, nor to say how 
far-reachiiiK wiis the ftuy of the gale, 
But M) far as the egre can see, from any 
point along the shores of Long Island, 
iiloiiKthc .Tersoy coast, in over flic low- 
lauds aud in some iustauces over the 
highlands, wherever onemaj tnm there 
are evldenoea that a hnrricano has been 
pasiiiig through this section of the 
oonntrj. It was the tail of a storm that 
came from the Indies, broad aud de- 
stractive ; lifted the seas to a nmnt 
height and forced in the waters with a 
sweep that carried them high over the 
landtob^n the work the wind and 
rain would finish. For two days and a 
night, the gale blew with ever-increas- 
ing fury, and then there was a steady 
downpour of rain to coiiiplcti- the mis 
cratilc (liivastatioii already well done. 

At Brighton Beaoli and at Manhattan, 
at Edgemere, at Far Bockaway and at a 
dozen other points along the sea line, 
the iiiroiniiijT waters swept under the 
Very fonndations of tlie buildings. One 
hotel (lid ISO down. It was the Bruns 
wick ut Sea Isle Oity, the finest stmc 
tnre of its kind in that section. The re- 
ports that have tUready come in are to 
the effect that in Rome sections whole 
districts on rh" coasf were clean iwept 
of the fnune buiirim^s. 

Jersey City was in places practically 
inundated, aud boats were a valuable 
acquisition. The railroads in that sec 
tion of New Jersey were sufferers to the 
extent of stispeudiug business for a per 
iod. and many towns in that state were 
cut oflP. 

Coney Island was the greatest suf- 
ferer. One may not now stroll through 
the well remembered waUn fronting on 
the beach, but he may dimb wearily 

over the masses of ruins that mark the 

old palhs, or stand aftur and vii'W the 
wrecked pavilions and water chutes and 
ice slides. Seidlit/.'s concert hall at 
Brighton is totally destroyed. The 
mins of two walls are all that mark the 
huge structure, which crashed in under 
the terrific force of water hurled against 
it. It is believed tliat several luindred 
thousand dollars would not c()ver the 
value of (he jdaces thus destroyed. 

Although the tide was higher than 
anybody remembered it to bo, but early 
yesterday morniiifr. lonp before sunrise 
it had apiin reaclu d a nia.xiniuin, still 
lii;,'lier than at ihe lu-evious tlnod. It 
only needed tliis to cojni)]et>' tlie devas- 
tation alouK the beaches. The seas 
simply swept over the adjoining dis- 
tricts, liuiulreds of fiet beyond what 
long uj^o had been fixed as the lino of 
safety. -\.s a result dwellin>,'s were 
flooded aud some of them ore not yet 
sttfe from collapse. 

AS REPORTED F ROM PHILADELPHIA, 

Half a Dos«a Utm Lost and Uuob Prop- 
mrty DMtvoTad. 

PlIII.AI.KI I'llIA, Oct. I I.— Tlie West 
Indian hui i K aiie, wliicli carried death 
and destnietion befdie it and lias devas- 
tated the New Jersey coast during the 
past 48 liours, has finally spent its force 
Some half a dozen lives have been lost 
and more than $160,000 worth of prop- 
erty destroyed. 

The greatest danuiKc wa.s done at At- 
lantic Oity, Angelsea, Sea Isle City and 
Holly Beiu'h. The railroad companies 
will be the heaviest losers in Atlantic 
City, the damage to their roadbeds uloue 
amounting to over |20,000. 
' At Sea Isle City hardly any property 
along the oiean front escaped damage. 
' The . Hotel Brunswick was badly 
wrecked by the heavy breakers. Up at 
the Continental hotel the sea's inroads 
were by far the most disastrous. Not 
one of tlio cottages fronting the board- 
walk escaped without being more or 
less damaged. Verandas were torn out 
of place, fences and flower gacdens were 
totally destroyed, and many cottages 
were dangerously uudenniiied. The 
boardwalk is badly strained and in 
some placet ia entirely demolished. 

Reports from Angelsea are to the ef- 
fect that the tide was the highest and 
most destructive since 188|l The large 
dancing pavilion, shuffle board and oar* 
ronsel bmldings owned by ex-State Sen- 
ator Baker were washed away. At 
Holly Beooh three hooses were com- 
pletely destroyed. No trains haSre been 
run over the Angelsea branch of the 
West Jersey railroad since Saturday, 
but they WW prateblj vwome tomor- 
row. 

Steamers arriving at the breakwater 
give evidence of having encountered 
terrible weather. The steamer Barn 
Innerdale seems to have been th(f chief 
sufferer. She was struck by the hurri- 
cane Sunday about noon. Her decks 
were coutiuaally flooded, rails were 
torn from the decks, two small boats

Oilil.ons was ^vaslietf overboard and 
dmwned. The steamer .Slingsby met 
practically the same fate andwaa00m< 
pelled to heave to for liours. 

It is probable that other incoming 
vessels will report similar experiences.

Boston, Oct. 14.— Tlie tropical hurri- 
cane is practically over iu this section, 
after 66 hours of ^e and rain, and the 

weather for the first time since Satur- 
day night shows signs of clearing. The 
rain, while not at any time heavy, has 
been coutinuons and over an inch fell 

With the excejition of the Alsatian the 
destruction caused by tlu^ storm lias 
been ft)rtunatelT confined to the yaclits 
in the various harbors and frail sum- 
mer structures along the coast, and so 
far as reported there has beeu no loss of 
life.

COURT DEC LINES TO INTERFERE. 
Colored Sohotis Can Be Ettebltohod Where 

AilvniitaKPt Are K<|IIhI, 

W.\sniN(iT()N, Ind.,()it. 14. — riiarner 
Hawkins, a wealthy colored man, ap- 
plied for a mandate from Judge Hefron 
to compel the city school trustees to ad- 
mit his son to the high school, the trus- 
tees having refused to do so. His son 
had been attending the colored scln Mil. 
and had been passed to the high school 
gnele. The court llelil t i:.:r the sclujol 
authoriti(\s had a right to establish a 
school for the education of colored chil- 
dren independent of the whites, provid- 
ed the some rights and privileges were 
extended the colored Student that the 
white enjoyed. 

It was held by the plaintiff that the 
defendants had not complied wdth the 
law, that the advantages were not 
equal, inasmuch as the colored teacher 
who had beeu put in charge of the ad- 
vanced puj)ils in his .school was unahl(> 
to teach the higlier branches. The 
court ruled that tlie evidence showed 
tliat the same advantages were liad in 
the colored school as the white, and 
held in fhvor of the defendants.

The otlicers planned to 
intercept the outlaws and suci'cded in 
getting the tlu"ee Green brotliers late 
at night at a crossing on the Verdigras 
river. 

MURDER ED AND ROBBED. 

A Driue Foundry Eiii|il<i.rr> Killed kjT VOOt- 
pad* For • Few Uoltara. 

Fort Watxb, Oct. 14.— The dead 
body of (George Freeh, employcfl in the 
brass foimdry, was found in the willows 
lining the river bank near Riverinet 
avenue, an<l later developments show 
that he was murdered aud robbed by 

footpads, after which bis remains wen 
thrown down the bank. 

Freeh lived in the rabnrba, and was 
returning home with his week's wages, 
only a few dollars. The muder is sup- 
posed to have been committed cm Sat- 
urday evening, as cries for help were 
heard at that time by persons living iu 
the vidnity, although no investigation 
was made. Frtdh was 19 years old, and 
cit i|l^ ImUM.

Hataha, Oct. 14.— The Cuban forces 
in eastern Cuba under Maximo Oomcz 
. iid Calixito Gairia have taken the field 

and meager accounts have just been re- 
ceived of a determined siege by them, 
la-stiiig i;Ul.aysof Cascorrosin the eofstern 
district of the province of Buerto Prin- 
cipe, near the middle of the island. The 
olTlcial report of this affair is Jnst given 
out, and it ia as follows :

Till' troops taking jiart in these en- 
gageii'.eiits nnnihered 5,(100, iuclmhug 
i.soo infantn-. :;oO cavalry and two 
pieces of artillery. 

The Spanisli- forc(>s remaiin d in Cas- 
corros on (Jet. fi to rejiair tin' damage 
done to the place by tlie boi;iliardnu nt 
of the insurgents, who tired as many as 
'iU> sliells during tlie siege. 

On Oct. 7 anotlier engagement oc- 
cnrri d, in which th(> insurgents were 
defeated after four hours' fighting, their 
loss being unknown, but it is presumed 
to be large. Th(^ troops in this engage- 
ment loss five klllca aud two chiefs, 
three nllicers aud 51 privates wouuded. 

Dui-ing the siege of Cascorros the 
troops fired 75,000 rounds of ammunition 
iiud 41) cannon shots. 

Some of the letters of Maximo Gkmiez 
were seised in the snbseqaeut repulse of 
the insurgents. 

Three ot the shells fired by the insur- 
gents at Carconros have been brought 
to Havana. Their calibre measured 7 
centimetres. 

SHARPSHOO TERS FOR CUBA. 

Fifty Indian Fifhten Will Soon Oe Aldiac 

tlie Initurgents. 

New Yokk. Oct. 14.— The World says : 
Gror/re T. A. Bartalett, formerly 
United States government scout at 
Wounded Knee, South Dakota, and one 
of the best sharpsha^ters in the couu 
try, has bet n engaged by the Cubans in 
this city to take a band of .'jO sharpsluxit- 
ers to Cuba tn'aid the insurgents. 

Tlie party intended to sail for the 
West Indian islands yesterday, but 
owing to the failure of a number tif 
sharpsh(Mirers to arrive in the city Sun- 
day, the dejiarture lias be( n jiostiioned 
There are in New York awaiting 
transportation to (^iba ii2 men who 
liave b»>eu engaged by the federal gov- 
ernment in suliduing tlu^ Indians in 
western states. The Cuban managers 
have engaged these Indian fighters to 
assist the insurgents. 

The sharpshoot( rs are in hiding in 
different parts ' of the city, where they 
Mrill remain until thev receive instruo' 
tions from their leader to be ready to 
sail from a port a short distance nam 
New York. 

Bartalett^ companions are Seth Hath' 
away, another government scout, and 
Harry B. Williams, who says he is a 
"scout, guide, interpreter, sharpshooter 
and sandwich eater." Both men be- 
hiiivedto General Crook's com-inoud in 
IbTO. 

WEYLER'S EDICT. 

Tlie Wives and Children of Patriots to Be 

Kxpellptl From Their tinmes. 
Havan a, Oct. 14. — Fainili' s in the in- 
terior towns are terror-strii keu with the 
renewal of Weyler's edict ordering that 
the wives aud children of patriots who 
may attack any city or town be expelled 
to anotlier i)rovince. 

This measure constitutes the greatest 
outrage upon the Cuban dignity. It 
aims at tlie corruption of families. Un- 
Bcrupulotis Spanish oifioers are well 
aware of the terrible power they con 
wield and do not hesitate to threaten 
virtuous -women with the enforoem|nt 
of the edict. 

The Spanish colonel, Rodrigues, oper- 
ating in San Juan de los Tents, was 
thought to be superior to most of his 
colleagues. He has always acted hn- 
mauely aud was respected by all. But 
a few days age he catised the arrest of 
17 persons, and all were hacked to 
pieces with machetes. The result of 
this waA that many peaceable men have 
"Joined the i)atroit army.

FILIBUSTERING EXPE DITION LANDED. 

Men, Amu and Ammaaltlon Arrlv* on a

Nrw YoMC, Oct. 14.— The lb rahl s 
corresi)o::deiit in liaracoa reports the 
landing of ■» uew tilibustfring e.\p( <li- 
tion in Muriri. in eastern Cuba. I uu- 
dersland that the party brought 1,000 
rifles anrl a proportionate quantity of 
munition*!. The men disembarked from 
a Havtiau schooner between two Span- 
ish forts, neither of whicli was a mile 
and a half away. The war material 
^vas all tiansported into the interior be- 
fore any alarm was raised. 

Such is the state of suffering among 
the classes in Baracoa that the local 
Spanish commandant is now permitting 
women and children to gotlirough the 
j'overnnient lines to beg food in the 
relu 1 eanips. More than 800 passes for 
this purpose are being issued daily. The 
women are subjected to rigid search as 
they go outside* the walls of the town, 
to jin'vent any medicines being taken 
to the iiisnrgeiits and also upon their re- 
turn fer ci rrespondeiice. 

PiTiiicious fevers are seimring Santia- 
go de Cuba. The mortality in Septem- 
ber was nearly 600. 

SIrk Soldiem.

"Tn tile name of the g<)vernmi nt and 
the people of Ecuador, I thank you for 
your offer, and if any assi<tanee can be 
given by the New Vca k Stock Exchange 
(.r others, it willbe gratefully received 

on belialf of the sutl'erers. 

"The tire destroyed totally more than 
one-half of the city, including the rich- 
est and finest i>art.. Th<' hisses aggre- 
gate m(iri' than 100,000,000 pesos and 
more than :t(i.o(H) persons are homeless 

and without bread." 

The Herald's correspondent in (iuay- 
aijuil, Ecuador, telegraphs that the na- 
tional convention has authorized the 
government to ]^rovide free transporta- 
tion for sut'h siirt'erers l>y tlie great tire 
as desire to go to other iilaces and also 
to supply f(Kid and clothing to destitut*' 
persons. A general order lias lieen is- 
sued prohibiting any rise in the prices 
of the necessaries of life. More than 
15,000 persons have already left the city 
for noighboring towns and villages.

I'lie Stewart was commanded bv Cap- 
tain T. O. Hlake of Brewer, M.'., and 
his first mate was Jose])li C(aiiiors of 
North Casfine, Me. The cook was 
Charles W. Cray of Orlaiid, Me. The 
crew were Dntchnn'ii. Philiii H. lioyn- 
ton of IJangor, wlio wa.s learning navi- 
gation, was also on board, making the 
entire ship's comiiany 1 1 men.

nlators and brokers, and with them the 
banks and dealers in the public funds 
( United States bonds)— a contrivance in- 
vented for the purpose of corruption end 
for aasimilaiing to the rotten, as well an 

o the sound parts, of the British model 
It would give you a fever if I were to 
name to you the apostates who have 
gone over to these heresies— men who 
were once Solomons in council and 8am 
sons in the field, but who have had their 
heads shorn by the harlot of England 
In short, Wf> are likely to pres(»rve the 
liberty we liave obtained, only by unre 
mittiiig laiiors and perils, but we shall

Why my frienda, yoo 
would suppose that Jeil'erson was descnb- 
ing the present conditions, because every 
mm w ho leaves the Democratic party is 
willing; to make ulHdavit that he is a 
Solomon in council and waa a Samaon in 
the fie!J, but Jefiferson says that the 
Government would be preserved in spite 
of them.

Saflferlng of a siiipwrcol 
of • Norwegian llark. 

PnaADEf J>HiA, Oct. 14.— The British 
gtoamer Evelyn, Ouitain Homer, from 
Rnelva, Spain, anenored in the Dela- 
ware river ycr-terday evening, having on 
board the iiliiiost lifeless bodies of nino 
se.'imen, the crew of the Norwegian 
bark Lovise, who were picked up at sea 
after being adrift w ithout food or water 
for nine days. Their condition when 
reeoned wu • most pitiable one, and so 
faint had they become that it was nec- 
essary to tie linos to them and haul th«4r 
attenuated and tr(<mbling forms on 
board the steamship. The particulars 
of the terrible stiffenng of the men are 
meager, aa they are still too weak to 
into details. 

The Lovise, in cfunmand of Captain 
Anderson, left MohiU' Ang. 17, for 
Rostirio, with a fnll cargo of Inmher. 
She exiierieiiced the Se]iteinher hnrri- 
ciiiies and was hadly disahled. Her con- 
dition became so had tliat all hands had 
to leave her in two siiiail hoats, anfl nn- 
til the Evelyn hove in si^'ht tliey had 
not seen a vessel for nine days. They 
conld not have lasted another iiiKht 
such was their stifl'erinfj. Under treat- 
ment receivi d since on hoard theFIvelyn 
the unfortunate jiien are recoverinK, but 
their ( "iKlitiiiii is still prei-arions. The 
Lovise was an old style craft, and when 
the se.as washed h"r carLTo th(> rails were 
can-ied away ;ilid decks wreni'hed ojien 
in many jilaces. allowing the water to 
flow freely into her hold. At times sluf 
was coiiiiiletely lit tlie mercy of tlie sea 
and it was impossible for the crew to 
venture on deck. 

For days tliey clung to the sinking 
I'aliric, e.xp. ctintr with every Innge she 
made to he hurled into eternity. Finally 
the condition of the boat became such 
that the crew could no lorifjer remain 
on her, no they put ofl' in tlie remaining 
two siiiall hoats, hardly dreamiiifr that 
the}- wotilil ever see land again. Their 
struK^'le V. as a desiieriite one. D.-iys of 
an.xiety and sntlVriiiK soon told on the 
unfortunate men, tlirce of whom lost 
their minds. They raved Ulld finally 
.sank in altsolute e.xnaiistiou. 

When the Kvelyn hovi? in sight these 
poor fellows lay helpless in the bottom 
of the iMwt. They were too weiUc to 
realize that their rescue hod been ef- 
fected. 

Captain Homer did everything poaeiUe 
for the suffering sailon, and there is now 
hope of their recovery. 

The Lovise was owned in Ohristiana, 
by M. Langaard ft Cknnpray, and was 
formerly the British bark w. H. Work- 
man.
